$8,000 Sales Tax 

California cities and coun¬ 
ties received more than $98.7 
million in the August distri 
bution of local sales and' 
use tax fund's, George R. 
Reilly, member, State Board 
of Equalization, announced 
recently. The funds repre¬ 
sent the third advance pay¬ 
ment for the second quarter 
of 1975. 

The cities of the state will 
receive $64.3 million and the 
counties $11.2 million for a 
combined cities and counties 
distribution of $75.5 million. 
In addition, the counties will 
receive $18.8 million from 
the one-quarter per cent 
local sales and use tax for 
the county local transporta¬ 
tion fund. The San Francis¬ 
co Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District will receive $4.3 mil¬ 
lion from the additional one- 
half per cent sales tax paid 
in the BART counties of San 
Francisco, Alameda, a n d 
Contra Costa. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
will receive $8,000 as its 
share of the $64.3 million 
and the county of Los An¬ 
geles will '-eceive $1,900,000 
plus $6,800,000 from the one- 
q-uarter oer cent county local 
transportation fund.

Look Over 
Brush Program 

Elected representatives of 
city, county, state, federal 
governments and interested 
citizens from Southern Con- 
forma participated in a. tour 
of the Angeles National 
Forest on August 14. The 
tour, sponsored by the 
Watershed Fire Council of 
Southern California, was ar¬ 
ranged to see first hand the 
progress and effectiveness of 
the Forest bnushla.nd man¬ 
agement program and other 
fire management activities 
of both the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department and 
the U.S. Forest Service. 

According to Milan Ran¬ 
som, tour chairman for the 
Council, ‘The program of 
modifying Forest fuels in 
strategic areas is essential 
for the adequate protection 
of our valuable mountain 
watershed's and adiac ent 
communities from fire and 
ihe ravages of subsequent 
flooding.

Q. — I read a lot in the 
paper about “leading indica¬ 
tors.” Can you tell me what 
those are all about and what 
use they a ro? 

A. — Economists, business 
forecasters and stock market 
students have for m any 
years sought guides that 
would give them a clue to 
the future course of busi¬ 
ness. In their search they 
have found that certain 
business statistics tend to 
change in the direction that 
business is going to move 
before the total economy 
actually makes the move. 

One of the statistics that is 
used is the Average Hours 
Per Week worked by Produc¬ 
tion Workers in Manufactu¬ 
ring Industries. A decline in 
the average hours worked by 
this group has successfully 
indicated a future decline in 
total business activity for 
many years. 

There are 12 series of sta¬ 
tistics used in the current 
index. Each series varies in 
the time it forsecasts a 
change in business condi¬ 
tions, but they change direc¬ 
tion from two to five months 
■before the whole economy 
changes. 

The index has recently 
been changed in two ways: 
One, the various statistics 
used in the index have been 
changed'; and, two, tn effort 
is not made to adjust each 
series to take out inflation 
and get the results in con¬ 
stant dollars. The old series 
did not correctly forecast our 
recent business downturn. 
The reason for this was that 
inflation has so inflated the 
dollar figures that they cov¬ 
ered up the actual physical ( 
decline

place. It is expected that 
new figures will be more 
reliable. 

Q. — More and more re¬ 
ports I see assume that the 
auto industry is about to re¬ 
turn to good prosperity. With 
the lack of sales returns, the 
continued government inter¬ 
ference and the certainty of 
fuel shortages and high 
prices, I can't see the basis 
for an improvement. Do you 
feel the auto industry is 
likely to improve soon? 

A. — It would seem like 
the odds favor a return to 
prosperity In the auto In¬ 
dustry. For one thing, autos 
are wearing out every day 
and. have been doing this for 
two years at a rate faster 
than they are being re¬ 
placed. The a.uto is still the 
major mean s of transporta¬ 
tion by most of our popula¬ 
tion and seems likely to con¬ 
tinue to be so for many 
years. The industry is in the 
midst of preparing new cars 
that will be much more fuel- 
efficient. It seems likely 
people will buy s-ueh cars in 
sizable numbers. 

It is imposesible to predict 
what will happen in the way 
of continued government in- 
tereference with the product 
and the industry, but there 
i s growing evidence that a 
large number of auto buyers 
are getting disenchanted 
with inconvenience and high 
costs this has produced and 
are making this known to 
their legislators. The demise 
of the seatbelt interlock 
was an illustration of what 
can happen when the public 
gets aroused. 

Historically, the auto in¬ 
dustry recovers after one bad 
year. It has now had two 
bad years, and this in itself 
calls for an early recovery. 
Since the really big product 
changes are yet a year off, 
the size of the recovery may 
•be dulled for a year, but it

Just A Small Step! 

An amendment to the California Constitution which 
would limit the amount a home could increase in ap¬ 
praised value for property tax purposes each year was 
proposed recently by John W. Lynch. 

Lynch, who has been a member of the State Board 
of Equalization for 17 years and serves as its chairman 
this year, released the text of his proposed amendment 
which states: 

“Increases to the appraised VE.lue of residential prop¬ 
erty tax purposes shall not exceed five per cent of the 
appraised value of such property as of the preceding 
lien date. 

Residential property for the purposes of this chapter 
shall mean the property owned and occupied on the lien 
date as the principal abode of the taxpayer. It may be 
a single residence, condominium, portion of a duplex, tri¬ 
plex, or multidwelling property. It may be a portion of a 
commercial building as long as it is used as his, her or 
their principal abode. 

It is also the purpose of this amendment to con¬ 
firm the present practice of setting the assessed value 
of property at twenty-five per cent of the appraised value.” 

Lynch stated his amendment is specifically worded 
in language that will be understood by the average home- 
owner and will, of course, be translated into the legal 
jargon required for legislative action. 

Lynch said, “I have great concern for every home- 
owner in California, but I am most disturbed about the 
plight of the elderly and others on fixed, incomes who 
are being forced out of their homes in increasing numbers 
by rapidly escalating property taxes. It is outrageous 
that people who have worked all their lives to own homes 
are losing them because of taxation.” 

If enacted into law, Lynch said the amendment would 
be a boon to the beleaguered homeowners who are being 
beset each year by monumental increases in their property 
tax. He emphasized that limiting increases in the ap¬ 
praised value of residential property to five per cent does 
not mean the assessed value will rise by five per cent. 
Since property is assessed at 25 per cent of the appraised 
value, the actual assessment increase would be restricted 
to a 1*4 per cent maximum. 

The amendment would not apply to mobile homes 
which are not assessed by the assessor, but are taxed by 
the Department of Motor Vehicles. 

Lynch said that it is long past time that something 
is done to relieve the residential property owners who have 
tx>en burdened with too large a share of the tax load. 
He advised that his amendment only limits the amount 
of increase in appraised value and does not prohibit the 
assessor from keeping the appraisal at the same level 
or reducing it. 

Lynch stated that in offering his proposal he is acting 
alone and not reflecting an official position of the Board 
of Equalization or his colleagues.

when you really don’t know 

a thing about 
them?” 


If you’re, having a little trouble these days getti ng 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here arc a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
' dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is ‘'medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
Sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
CYCn long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses Can 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(wbuch can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Marshall 

Fundamental School 

The results of the 1974 
standardized tests gave the 
promise that the tragic 5- 
year downward trend in test 
scores had been reversed. 
Districtwide improvemen 1 s 
in average scores over¬ 
shadowed declines by a 2 
to 1 margin. 

After only one year of op¬ 
eration, the Marshall Funda¬ 
mental School wa s a particu¬ 
larly bright spot. At the time 
as a Kindergarten through 
8th grade school, Marshall’s 
average score was 1st, 2nd, 
or 3rd place in the District’s 
rating in 17 »ut of 26 tests, 
and the school exceeded its 
expected learning growth 18 
of 19 times. 

1975 Test Results 

The 1975 test results were 
even more oneoura g i n g. 
Specifically, in 31 test cate¬ 
gories, Marshall led the Dis¬ 
trict 11 times, wa s in 2nd 
place 7 times, and was in 
3rd or 4th place another 7 
times. In other words, .Mar¬ 
shall scored within the top 
four positions in 25 of 31 
tests. 

Marshall scored above the 
national median (50) in 22 
of the 31 tests, and in five 
tests, scored below that me¬ 
dian yb only three percen¬ 
tiles ar less. At the same 
time, Marshall scored above 
the District average in 30 out 
of the 31 tests. The range 
was from three percentile 
points below Ihe District 
median to 27 percentile 
points above. 

Of particular importance 
in assessing the success of 
Marshall is a consideration 
of grades one and two, since 
these children will have had 
the benefit of Fundamental 
education from kindergar¬ 
ten. Significantly, Marshall 
first grad'e students placed 
second only to Sierra Mesa 
Fundamental School in the 
District in language skills, 
with, a median of 60 percen¬ 
tile; 10 percentiles above 
the national median and 
eight percentiles above the 
district median. Marshall 
second grade students scored 
at the 58th p rcentile, 16 
percentiles above the District 
norm. 

In Math, Marshall first 
grade students scored at the 
66th percentile, 16 percen¬ 
tiles above the national me¬ 
dian and' four percentiles 
above the District median. 
Second grade students scored 
on the 65th percentile, 15 
percentile s above the Dis¬ 
trict norm. 

In Reading, Marshall first 
grade students scored a,t the 


first grade classes scored 
four months beyond the 
norm in reading (2.1), two 
months above in language 
skill s (1.9). The four second 
grade classes registered two 
months ahead of the norm in 
reading and an •> mazing 
eight months advance of the 
.norm in language skills 
(3.5). This moans that in 
language skills, second 
grade students in tiheir sev¬ 
enth month of school were 
already revealing compe¬
